Bay Beach appeal thrown 
out by superior court

An appeal made by a group of 
plaintiffs about a judge’s dis¬ 
missal of a lawsuit filed against 
the contentious Bay Beach proj¬ 
ect has been turned down. 

The Town of Fort Erie received 
notice from the Ontario Superior 
Court of Justice Thursday after- 

Mayor Doug Martin said he 
was thrilled with the decision. 


He said the controversy sur¬ 
rounding the 12-storey condo¬ 
minium project on the south 
side of Erie Rd. in Crystal Beach 
has put other matters in the 
background for more than three 

“This is the final story in this 
saga,” said Martin. 

The appellants filed the appeal 
in June after a Toronto judge 
heard the case in February and 
rendered a decision in May. 

In that same decision, the 
plaintiffs were also stuck with 


more than $135,000 in litigation 
costs. They were ordered to pay 
more than $78,000 to the town 
and more than $57,000 to the 
Molinaro Group, the project's 
developer. 

The order dismissing the 
appeal, acquired by QMI Agency, 
says the plaintiffs will have to 
pay $750. 

The plaintiffs challenged the 
purchase and sale agreement 
between the town and the devel- 

nie town estimates the proj¬ 
ect will provide $3.45 million 
in open- space improvements 
such as landscaping, walkway 
construction and park furni¬ 
ture, the reconstruction of a 
portion of nearby roads, a 
large outdoor public-event 
space, a beachfront prome¬ 
nade and a year-round multi¬ 
purpose community pavilion. 

As part of the agreement 
between the town and the 
Molinaro Group, more than 
80% of the four-acre parcel of 
land will remain in public 
hands, including the beach 
portion. 

The town will also annually 
receive $75,000. 

Taxation revenue will 
equate to $192,000 — $45,000 
will be subtracted for post¬ 
construction maintenance of 
a public pavilion, along with 
$1,500 in insurance costs and 
$70,000 in the amortization of 
incremental assets. 

The town will be responsi¬ 
ble for light maintenance, 
removal of debris and litter, 
weekly cleaning and grass 
cutting, along with a bi-week¬ 
ly weeding of landscaping 
beds. 

The municipality will be 
responsible for maintenance 
of the podium, along with the 
public pavilion. 

The Ontario Municipal 
Board received 13 appeals 
two years ago regarding the 
Bay Beach project. All of them 
were dismissed, costing the 
municipality $100,000 in legal 
fees

The close of the 2012 meet 
always means there will be 
horses who are no longer 
able to race, or have reached 
the last stretch of their 

"At the end of every year, 
there are always horses that 
don't continue racing," said 
Warwick. 

She said it may cause more 
hardship for other owners 
and trainers at the moment 
because, there hasn't been 
an official notice that there 
will be no season in 2013 in 
Fort Erie. 

"We haven't been told 100 
per cent that we're closing," 
she said. 

There is a handful of 
groups who help connect 
potential buyers of retired 
racing horses that are used 
for riding with owners. 

There are are also foster 
farms where horses are 
taken until they are pur¬ 
chased by a heavily screened 
individual or organization. 

It's not an immediate 
threat that these groups will 
no longer have funding to 
operate, but Warwick says it 
could be a problem further 
down the road, since many 
are funded by the 
HBPA or even the 
incomes of people 
who earn their 
livelihood from the 
horse racing indus¬ 
try. 

She referred to it 
as a "circle" that 
could eventually 
result in what 
many people fear, 
euthanization. 

"It's a question if 
that will happen 
because of this cir¬ 
cle," she added. 

She also wanted 
to add that it's a 
far-fetched "what 
if" at this point and 
it is hardly being 
considered during 
this stage in the 
process of awaiting 
the final verdict on 
the Fort Erie 
Racetrack, that will 
see its 116th sea¬ 
son close at the 
end of October. 

She hopes the 
province will real¬ 
ize this. 


know there is going to be a 
problem," said Warwick. 

Second Run is one of the 
groups who helps potential 
riding farm owners connect 
with owners who are ready 
to retire their horses from 

They have found homes 
for 250 horses since 2010. 

Alexis Kacho, from the 
organization, echoed what 
Warwick said... that horses 
looking for a home outside 
of a racetrack happens every 
time a season ends. 

"The track closes every 
October, we're always busy 
this time of year,” she said. 

Speaking specifically 
abouttheFortErieRacetrack, 
she had nothing but good 
things to say about it and 
how confident she is that 
horses who run their last 
stretch there this year, will 
have many years to come 
with the hard work of so 
many people involved in 
making sure that happens. 

"They are amazing. They 
should be considered role 
models of the industry," she 
said. 

Vicki Pappas is the chair 
of the Long Run 
Thoroughbred Retirement 
Society. They have a series 
of foster farms in their net¬ 


work in rural parts on the 
province and currently have 
45 horses up for adoption, 
including 'Cold War' and 
"Major Z' who have had suc¬ 
cessful racing careers in Fort 
Erie. 

"We have several horses 
that would be familiar to the 
fans of Fort Erie," she said. 

When a horse does move 
on to its next home through 
their program, its quality of 
living is always kept in 

"During that time we have 
volunteers who make sure 
the horses are kept well and 
everything is going well," 
she said. 

The local SPCA also wants 
to reach out to the horse 
community, saying they are 
available for consultation 
regarding the matter. 

Wendy Trombley, manag¬ 
er of the Fort Erie SPCA and 
assistant manager Robyn 
Voyce said in the experienc¬ 
es they have with current 
owners at the track, they feel 
the best measures will be 
taken when it comes to find¬ 
ing a new life for horses if 
and when the track closes. 

"We want people to under¬ 
stand we're there to help 
them," said Trombley.

Flo Odding, manager of 
Fort Erie Festivals, said that 
they are expecting a good

"Right now we’re looking 
for volunteers and people to 
sign up. We typically have 
about 100 groups participat¬ 
ing in the parade with about 
30 floats. They range from 
simple floats to elaborate,” 
she said.

Primarily their funds are 
raised through fundraisers 
and donations, with the 
Town of Fort Erie also put¬ 
ting money into it. This year

There is a $20 volunteer 
donation, which is not man¬ 
datory for participants in 
the parade. 

“It's very difficult to start 
up the next year without any 
money. The same goes for 
fundraisers, you can’t have 
a fundraiser without the 
money to start it,” said 
Odding.
